LAWS OF NATURALIZATION IS 
SUBJECT OF ABLE LECTURE TO LAW 
SOCIETY BY A. H. CLARKE OF CALGARY 


Eminent Member of Legal Profession Traces Benefits of Citizenship 
rom Times of Antiquity up to Presént—Explains Bearing of 
Present Law Upon Aliens in British Possessions 


The benefits of citizenship were 
experienced by the Apostle Paul in 
the days of biblical history, and the 
sume value might be placed on citl- 
zenship today, said <A. H. Clarke, 
LiL.B., K.C., M.P., in his address on 
citizenship and naturalization before 
the Alberta Law. society at their 
meeting yesterday afternoon

As Paul in the history of the past 


said that the Romans must ‘beware as 
they were dealing with a citizen of 
Rome, so the benefits of citizenship 
have in varying degrees ‘been brought 
differ 


down to present times and In 
ent countries, 
Aliens’ Rights, 

Alien citizens have teday the same 
rights to hold property and to make 
use of the courts for the enforcement 
of their rights as have any British 
subject, Aliens, however, have no 
right to enter British territory, ex- 
cept those contained in the laws 
which thave been made under treaty 
and have been recognized by the dif 
ferent nationalities, the principal dif- 
ference being that under the imftmi- 
gration laws and the alien labor law 


be excluded from the coun- 
try under certain conditions, 

While in this country aliens are 
entilled to police protection and pro- 
tection from persecution but they 
cannot practice law, Mur Can they 
vote, hold office or act on a Jury, They 
cannot own ships and under the Do- 
minion commerce act the majority of 
the directors of a company must be 
British subjects, and all trading with 
alien enemies is illegel unless done 
under license from the king, Even 
companies incorporated in foreign 
countries and doing business in the 
colonies or in Great Britain are con- 
sidered allen enemies even if the di

The Russians, after defeat- 
ing the Austrians disastrously, have swarmed over the Carpathians and invaded the Hungarian 
plains. Panic is said to have seized both Vienna and Budapest, for it is believed that this invasion 
is the real thing and not a mere raid, Meanwhile, it is clear from the Russian official messages that 
the Austrian rout was very severe and that General von Hindenburg’s schemes in Poland have 
been compromised, 

A Maestricht despatch reports that Emperor William has suffered a relapse as a result of ex- 
posure in a visit to a point of the Flanders battlefront and that he is being rushed back to Berlin 
on the imperial train. It is stated that all military trains are sidetracked to give the emperor's spe- 
pooh samy the right-of-way, and that all traffic between Liege and Aix-La-Chapelle was held up for

It was alleged that while in a drunk- 
en condition in the sitting room of 
the hotel, Chevalier maltreated the 
man, and Afterwards threw him out 
on to the sidewalk. These charges 
were strenuously denied by Chevalier, 
and eventually the jury decided that 
“from the evidence produced no blame 
is attached to any known person In 
vonnection with the death of the 
man,” 

Coroner Forin was unable to con- 
duct the inquiry, as he attended de- 
ceased in a professional capachity, and 
therefore the case was handed to Cor- 
oner Kaufman 

Tells of Marks on Body, 

The first witness was Dr, Malcolm 
Edward McKay, who conducted the 
autopsy. He found the right cheek 
bruised, and abrasions on the left ear 
and lower lip Underneath the sku | 
cap, and right over the brain, he 
found a large clot of blood, and he 
came to the conclusion that death was 
caused by cerebral hemorrhage, ot 
bleeding into the brain, There was 
no indication of external injury, such 
as a bruise or mark on the scalp, 

Dr. A. Forin deposed to being call- 
ed to attend to deceased at the police 
station, and of afterwards ordering 
the man’s removal to the General hos- 
pital, deceased being unconscious all 
the time He told the police he 
thought it was a case of alcoholism, 
although the pupils were contrac 1 
instead of being dilated, as was his 
general experience with aleoholie 
cases. The mon died at five o'clock 
in the afternoon of the same day, Wit- 
ness was positive that death was caus- 
ed by cerebral hemorrhage, due to ex- 
ternal violence, either a blow or a 
fall. 

Constable Watt said at 10:10 on 
New Year's night he was on duty op- 
posite the St. James hotel when a by- 
stander remarked, “That was a bad 
fall that man got Shortly. after- 
wards witness was called over to the 
hotel by Manager Chevalier, who 
pointed to deceased. Witness tried to 
make the man stand up, and, failing, 
iaid him on the floor and sent for the 
patrol
